This seem s to the president to be 
th# complement of Lord Salisbury’s proposi­ 
tion, and ha doubts not th at it will secure his 
lordship’s assent. 
“In tho first paragraph of Lord Salisbury’s 
dispatch of Februrary Si he m akes the follow­ 
ing declaration: 
•* ‘it la now quite clear th a t the advisors of the 
president do not claim B ehring sea as m are 
clausum, and indeed they repudiate th a t con­ 
tention in express term s.’ 
“Lord Salisbury’s expression Is put In such 
lorm as to imply (w hether he so Intended I do 
not know) th a t the U nited S tales had hitherto 
been resting its contention upon the fact th a t 
the Behring sea was m are clausum . If th a t 
was his intention it would have been well for 
his lordship to specify wherein the U nited 
S tates ever made tho assertion. 
Tho em ­ 
phatic dental io my dispatch of December 17 
last was intended to put an end to the Iteration 
of the charge and to elim inate It from th* cur­ 
rent discussion. 
“Lord Salisbury complains th a t I do not 
deal with certain proteats, w ritten by Lord 
Londonderry and the duke of W allington In 
1823, which he had before quoted. 
If be 
will recur to the tw enty sixth and tw en­ 
ty-seventh 
pages of 
my dispatch of De­ 
cember 17 he will observe th a t I specially dealt 
w ith 
these; 
th a t 
I 
m aintained 
and I 
think proved from the te x t th a t there was 
not a single word in those protests referring to 
the Behring sea, bul th a t they referred, In the 
language of the duke of W ellington of th e 17th 
of October, 1822, only to the lands extend­ 
ing 
along 
the 
shores 
of 
th e 
Pacific 
ocean from 
latitude 
9 
degrees 
and 
to 
latitude OO degrees 
north. 
In th e first 
paragraph of 
Lord Londonderry’s protest 
of January 18, la32, addressed to Count Lieven, 
of Russia, he alluded to the m atters in dispute 
as especially connected w ith the territo rial 
rights of the Russian crown on th e northw est 
coast of America, bordering on th e Pacific 
ocean, and the commerce aud navigation of his 
im perial m ajesty's subjects in the seas adjacent 
thereto. 
“ From these and other facts It is evident th at 
the protests of Lord Londonderry and the duke 
of W ellington had nothing w hatever to do with 
the points now in issue between the American 
and B ritish governm ents concerning the w aters 
of the Behnng sea. They both referred in differ­ 
ent but substantially identical phrases to tho 
territory south of the A laskan peninsula, bor­ 
dering on the Pacific and geographically shut 
out from the Ilebring sea. 
I regret th a t my 
argum ents of April 5, which Lord Salisbury 
considers of great im portance, should have es­ 
caped bis lordship’s notice. 
‘ In Lord Salisbury’s Judgm ent the conten­ 
tion of the U nited S tates now rests wholly upon 
the ukase of 1821 by the F.iuperor A lexander L 
of Russia. Tne U nited S lates has a t no tim e 
rested Its argum ent solely on the ground m en­ 
tioned and tin-, governm ent regrets th a t Lord 
Salisbury should have so m tsappiehended the 
Am erican position as to lim it its basis of right 
in Bebrlug sea to the ukase of 1321. The U nited 
States has. among other ground?, insisted, with­ 
out retu n in g to auy of its inherited and su­ 
lk i e r lights in A laska, th a t this governm ent 
lias as full anthol tty for going beyond the S mile 
line, in-case of proved necessity, as G reat 
B ritain possesses. 
‘ Two or three instances of the power which 
G reat B ritain exercises beyond the 3 mile line 
have already been quoted, but have failed thus 
far to secure comment or explanation from 
Lord Salisbury. 
Another case can be added 
which, perhaps, is still more to the point. In 
1339—only two years ago—the B ritish parlia­ 
m ent enacted a law the effect of which is fully 
shown by n map inclosed herewith. 
Note.—The map referred to represents a tri­ 
angular sheet or w ater w ith the apex formed 
by three sm all firths or bays. The great body 
of w ater is nam eless in the map. Across the 
base of the triangle is the line of exclusion, 
measuring 85 miles, and the two sides are 56 
m iles and 62 m iles long, m aking the total in­ 
closed area 2.tut) square miles ] 
“F ar outside th** 3 mile line the parliam ent 
of G reat B ritain has attem pted to control a 
body of w aler situated beyond the northeast­ 
ern 'ce*mn of S et!.in*I. y.Tuu square miles in 
extent, and to th. •a', ti.at ce; lam methods of 
’•'•bi ■ "■ h J. not •• ux«:d v..!! :u that great body 
of w ater unde 
. pr scribed penalty. It will be 
observed tb;it the inhabitation is not alone 
against B ritish subjects, but against ‘any per­ 
son.’ 
“If G reat Britain may thus control an ares 
of 2,700 square miles of ocean on the coast of 
Scotland why may not the U nited S tates pre­ 
scribe a space around the Pribyloff islands in 
which .similar prohibitions may be enforced? 
“It m ust not escape observation th a t th e 
area of w ater outside the 
3 mile line on 
the co&st of Scotland, whose control Is as­ 
sum ed by G reat 
britain, is 
as large as 
would 
be 
found 
inside 
a 
line 
draw n 
from Cape Cod to Portland harbor on the 
New England coa^t. 
Lord 
Salisbury re ­ 


asserts ms contention th a t the woTds 'Pacific 
ocean’ at the tim e of the treaty between Russia 
and G reat Britain did include Behring sea. U n­ 
doubtedly the Pacific ocean includes Behring 
sea in the sam e sense th a t the A tlantic ocean 
includes the Gulf or Mexico, and yet it would 
be regarded as a very inaccurate statem ent to 
say th a t the M ississippi river flows Into the 
A tlantic ocean. 
“I think Lord Salisbury fails to recognize 
the common distinction between the ‘A tlantic 
ocean’ and The w aters of the A tlantic.’ 
W hile 
th e Mexican gulf 19 not a p art of the A tlantic 
ocean, It would, I am stare, comport w ith gen­ 
eral usages to say th a t it belonged to the 
w aters of the Atlantic, and, while Behring sea 
is not technically a part of the Pacific ocean, 
It undoubtedly belongs to the w aters of the 
Pacific. 
“The English channel would not ordinarily 
be understood as included in the term ‘A tlantic 
ocean.’ 
One would say th a t Dover or Calais 
Is on the coast of the A tlantic ocean, and yet 
clearly the English channel belongs to the 
w aters of the A tlantic. In point of fact, there­ 
fore, according to the usage of the world, there 
is no dispute of any consequence between the 
tw o governm ents on the geographical point 
under consideration. 
"The historical point is the one at issue. The 
explanatory note from R ussia filed In the sta te 
departm ent of this country specially referred 
to In Mr. John Quincy Adams’ diary and quoted 
In my note of December 17, 1890, plainly draw s 
a distinction betw een the Pacific ocean on the 
one hand and the sea of Okhotsk, the sea 
of 
K am scbatka and the 
icy sea on the 
other, and so long as R ussia drew th a t distinc­ 
tion it m ust apply to and m ust absolutely de­ 
cide all the contentions between the two coun­ 
tries so far as the w aters of the Behring sea 
are concerned. 
To discuss this point further 
would, in the opinion of the president, contrib­ 
ute nothing of value to the general contention. 
“ In the opinion of the president Lord Salis­ 
bury Is wholly and strangely in error in making 
th e following statem ent: ’Nor do they (the 
advisers of the president) rely as a Justifica­ 
tion for the seizure of B ritish ships In the open 
sea upon the contention th a t the interests of 
th e seal fisheries give to th e U nited S tates 
governm ent any right for th a t purpose which 
according to international law It would not 
otherwise possess.’ 
“The governm ent of the U nited S tates has 
steadily held Just the reverse of the position 
which Lord Salisbury has Im puted to It. It 
holds th a t the ownership of the Islands upon 
which the seals breed, th a t the habit of the 
seals In regularly resorting thither and rearing 
th eir young thereon, th a t th eir going out from 
the islands in search of food and regularly 
returning thereto and all the facts and in­ 
cidents of their relation to th e Island gives to 
th e U nited S tates a property interest therein; 
th a t this property Interest was claimed and ex­ 
ercised by R ussia during the whole period of Its 
sovereignty 
over 
the land and w aters ol 
A laska; th a t England recognized this prop 
arty interest so far as recognition Is Implied 
by 
abstaining 
from 
all 
Interference 
w ith 
It 
during 
the 
whole 
period 
of R ussia's ownership of A laska and during 
the first nineteen years of the sovereignty 
of the U nited States. 
It Is yet to be deter­ 
mined w hether the law less Intrusion of Cana­ 
dian vessels in 1336 and subsequent years bas 
changed the law and equity of the case there­ 
tofore prevailing.
